Budget Increase Gains Approval 
District to Pay Travel Costs 


A student body budget of $24,810, representing an in- 
crease of $2,810 over last year, was approved by the stu- 


dent commission Monday. 


More funds will be available for student activities 


next fall because of approxi- 
mately $3,000 in transportation 
expenses which will be paid by 
the district: Most of the travel 
expenses are incurred by athletic 
teams, but expenses for the band 
and choir are included. In the 
past these expenses were paid 
from student body budgets. 

Additional funds will be avail- 
able because the football team 
will play six games at home as 
compared with four games here 
last fall. The extra home games 
are expected to bring an adddi- 
tional $1,400 in revenue next 
fall. The only overnight foot- 
ball trip will be to Compton. 

Advertising Rates Higher 

An additional $700 is antici- 
pated from the sale of student 
body cards, while Panther Sen- 
tinel income is expected to in- 
crease because of increases in 
advertising rates. The Sentinel 
has already exceeded its anti- 
cipated income this year..

Offers Careers 
To Hart Coeds

“Home economics is the. art 
and science dealing with home- 
making and the relation of the 
home to the community,” ac 
cording to Miss Gladys Schmidt, 
home economics instructor at 
Hartnell, 


Born in Boueporte, Iowa, Miss 
Schmidt received her bachelor 
of science di from Iowa 
State college in 1931. In 1951 
she received her MA degree 
from Colorado State college in 
Greeley, where she was a mem- 
ber of Kappa Delta Pi, an honor 
education society, and Pi Lamb- 
da Theta. She did graduate 
work at San Jose State college, 
University of California and the 
University. of Chicago. 

Before coming to Hartnell in 
1953, Miss Schmidt taught home 
economics at Salinas Union high 
school for seven years. She has 
toured the United States, Can- 
ada, Alaska and Mexico. 

Successful Grads Noted 

Some of her formér students 
who are now successful in their 
careers include Mary Lou Smith, 
a teacher at Campbell school; 
Linda Lorenz, who was gradu- 
ated with honors from San Jose 
State college, and Margaret Mc- 
Caffrey, a home economics ma- 
jor at San Jose State college. 

“The demand for a home 
economics graduate is so great 
today that a person is usually 
employed by the beginning of 
the senior year in college. Be- 
cause many of the jobs available 
in business involve travel and 
glamour as well as large salaries, 
recruitmen for teaching is a big 
problem,” stated Miss Schmidt. 

“Home economists are needed 
in whole areas but especially in 
research, food processing, syn- 
thetic textile fabrics, and home 
equipment,” she added. 

Courses Are Accepted 

“Since Hartnell has an excel- 
lent home economics depart- 
ment, all the courses being of- 
fered here are accepted by the 
state colleges and universities,” 
‘Miss Schmidt said. “We serve 
three main purposes; they are, 
to provide general education, to 
be a service to non-majors of 
home economics and to serve as 
a media for recruitment for our 
own field,” she added. 

According to Miss Schmidt, 
home economics is unique in 
that the things learned can be 
directly applied to the family 
and to the community. It is a 
broad field because’ it gives 
knowledge and skills in the 
areas of foods, clothing, interior 
decoration, home equipment, 
child development and manage- 
ment of money, time and energy. 

At Hartnell Miss. Schmidt 
teaches personality and dress, 
foods, tailoring, child develop- 
ment, nutrition and cooking for 
two.
